1. ApplicabilUy : 

This Policy rol ites to allocation of newsprint to which the 
Newsprint Control Order. 1962 applies;. 

2. Dcftnltion . 

In this Polic> and in the appended instructions, a “news¬ 
paper” shil 1 mean a daily newspaper or any other periodical. 

3. Eligibilltv : 

3.1 Every newspaper which fulllUcd the prescribed percen¬ 
tage Of regularity of publication, as mrrttioncd in para 1 of the 
Appendix to this Policy, is eligible for allocation of ncwjorint. 

3.2 Allocation of newsprint u i / i!s 3 be authori sed by RNI 
for the following ;— 

(i) Transmission of news over teleprinters by news agencies: 
(iO Trial printing by newspaper ; 

(lii) Printing of low price hooLs for promo' ton of education; 
and 

(iv) Printing of college and •chool magazines. 

3.3, The following categories of publications will not be 
eligible tor allocation of newsprint :— 

fi) Journals published primarily to promote sale oi goods 
or services; 

(u) Hoilsc journals/magazines brought out by andcrtftUngs/ 
firms/lnd us trial concerns; 

(ili) Price lists; catnlogoues anu lottery news: 

(iv) Racig gLiiaes; and 

(v) Sex Magazines. 

4. Entitlement : 

4.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint for 1982-83 of the

2. Entitlement : 

2.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint of a newspaper in 
1962-83 will be Lctern ined on the bisis of the contumpiion of 
newsprint or white printing paper or both in 1981-82, taking 
into account its aver ge circulation, average number of pages, 
the average page area published and the number of publishing 
days. In a ease where Performance Par iculars C^ertifleate for 
1981-82 in Foim NP-3 has not been submitted; the projection 
of consumption dming the last three months of 1981-82 will be 
made on the basis of the averages for the period from 1*4-1981 
to 3 N12-1981 as rejected in the Annual Statement for 1981.

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2.4 A n^wn ewspaper which receives an initial quota should 
produce within a fortnight of three months of publication, 
evidence of proper utilisation of the newspilnt allocated to it, 
in Form NP-3. Thereafter, Its entitlement for the year 1982*83 
from the date of publication will bo determined on the basis of 
actual performance and the balance quota, if any, released on 
request on submission of a formal application from the publica¬ 
tion for newsprint for the rest of the year.

3.5 No newspapers whose circulation has been assessed by 
RNI to be lower than that claimed by it will be eligible for up¬ 
ward revision.

4. Allocation : 

4.1 Allotment of newsprint—standard, rotogravure and 
glazed, will generally be made in reels, except as indicated 
in pa a 4.2 

4.2 Newspapers printed on sheet-fed machines will received 
their entitlement only in sheets. In case sheets arc not available, 
the entitlement will be raised by 5 per cent for conversion of 
reels into sheets on givln g proof that printing is actually carried 
out only in sheets. 

4.3 In respect of newsprint from the Nepa Mills, publications 
will be allowed 15% more than their en+ltlemcnt for Nepa news¬ 
print. 

4.4 Periodicals, other than dailies, which have been in regular 
publication for more than three months, may allowed to 
obtain their full entitlement or a portion of it in glazed or roto¬ 
gravure newsprint, subject to availability. 

4.5 Newspapers with an entitlement of less than 300 tonnes 
will have the option to obtain indigenous or imported newsprint 
either in part or in full. 

4.6 The allocation of newsprint for those entitled to 300 
tonnes or more will be as follows ;— 

(i) 20% of the entitlement —Nepa Newsprint. 

(ii) 20% of the entitlement —Newsprint from Mysore 

Paper Mills 
or/and H*P. C. 
(Kerala Newsprint 
Project). 

(iii) 60% of the cntitclcmtncnt —Imported newsprint 

(At least 25 % of this 
should be lifted from 
the STCs buffer 
stock). 

4.7 The porportion of indigenous ^nd imported newsprint 
may b« varied in the light of availability of stocks from time to 
time. 
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4.8 Jf shipment is not effected within 120 days of receipt of 
Letter^* of Credit by STC, efforts will be made to allot propor¬ 
tionate tonnage from the buffer stock on high sea sales basis 
which will be later replenished. 

5, Distribution : 

5.1 The work relating to distribution of imported newsprint 
will be handled entirely by the STC as authorised by the RNI 
in accordance with these instructions and in compliance with the 
provisions of the Newsprint Control Order, 1962, 

5.2 Delivery of high sea sales basis will be subject to the 
minimum quantity accepted for booking by the foreign supp¬ 
lier. 

5.3 Newspapers which afe given allotment on high sea sales 
baiK, will be allowed to take delivery also through the State 
Small Industries Development Corporation or other such 
Corporations functioning in the State or through their authorised 
agents. 

5.4 Newspapers which do not fulfil the condition of high 
flca sales allocations because of their individual entitlement being 
too small to be covered by that arrangement, can club their 
entitlement with those of other nc\\spapcrs and get newsprint 
on high sea sales basis through either the State Small Industries 
Development Corporation or any other such Corporation func¬ 
tioning in the State or through their authorised agents. 

5.5 Authorisations for entitlement of indigenous newsprint 
will be issued by the RNI direct to the Mills concerned. 

5.6 Newspapers should lift their allotment from high sea 
sales or buffer slock or from indigenous sources within the 
periods specifi below 

(i) with entitlement of loss than 50 tonnes —6 months 
(li) Others —2 months 

If a newspaper fails to do so, it is liable to lose further allotment 
of newsprint. 


0. Use of newsprint allocated to one ncwj>papcr for another 
newspaper : 

One newspaper shall not make use of the newsprint allotted 
to another newspaper or newspapers, even though the publica¬ 
tions concerned have the same ownership or have been allowed 
to club their entitlement for the purpose of obtaining imported 
newspnnt on high sea sale basis. 

7. Exception: 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these instructions, 
the RNI may waive any of the requirements or relax any of 
these instructions for good and valid reasons. 

8. Miscellaneous : 

8.1 No newsprint dealer or agent, who has not complied 
with the provisions of the Newsprint Control Order, 1963, will 
be allowed to obtain imported newsprint either on highsea 
sale or from the bufier slock. 

8.2 The Mills producing indigenous newsprint shall furnish 
to the RNI such information as is required by him periodically 
under the Newsprint Control Qrdor, 1962. 

8.3 A newspaper which is allotted newsprint should submit 
to the RNI a Performance Particulars Certificate for 1982-83 
in form NP-3 not later than 30th June, 1983, duly certified by a 
Chartered Accountant, if the circulation is over 2,000 copies per 
publishing day. ‘ 

8.4 A newspaper which suspends or ceases publication shall 
submit to the RNf a Performance Particulars Certificate in 
Form NP-3 within a month of the suspenslon/ccssation of pub¬ 
lication.
